San Juan, Porto Rico, April ID.— 


Six meetings of strikers were held 
simultaneously Monday in tho Ponco 
district.

was torn and trampled upon. They 
attempted to make arrests and a riot 
followed. 
The- crowd- attacked the 


police, clubs .and revolvers wore used 
and a number of persons were wound- 
ed, including three of tho police. A 
lieutenant of police received a scalp 
wound from a machete. After a num- 
ber of arrests,.had- been made order 
was. restored, though with great diffi- 
culty. 


About 4,000 strikers attended an- 


other meeting on the Plaza at Ponce. 
Orators of the American Federation 
of Labor and President Sanchez of the 
local organization addressed the men. 
A disturbance ensued and the pollen 
used their clubs, which was followed 
by revolver-shooting from tho crowd. 
An attempt to rescue 
the 
arrested 


strikers while they were on their way 
to jail provoked another disturbance, 
during which a number of persons 
were Injured, though not seriously.

.Madison, Wis., April 19.—The un- 
usual and sensational spectacle of a 
state senator being oited (for con- 
tempt by his colleagues, the action 
being based on his own sworn state- 
ments .while on trial for criminal brib- 
ery, was presented in the state sen- 
ate today, when a .resolution 
was 


adopted without a dissenting vote or- 
dering Senator Eaton to appear and 
show cause why he should not be ex- 
pelled" or otherwise punished. 


His Statement 


He declared, while on trial for ac- 


cepting a bribe for his vote against 
the barber's license bill two years 
ago, that much of the important work 
of the legislation was determined in 
the saloons and hotel wine-rooms ov- 
er liquor and cigars and that money 
he took was for such "legitimate" ex- 
penses. 


Forestry Bill

reading the 'forestry bill carrying an 
appropriation of $9,800 a year and In- 
creasing the force now under the for- 
estry commission and making more 
effective the present 
system.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK PROMISING. 


Henry Clews in 
writing 
on the 


business outlook, says: 


"The general business outlook Is 


promising. 
Bank clearings show an 


unusually large volume of business. 
The -total clearings at all cities in 
the United States 
for the month of 


April aggregated about $2,788.000,000 
an increase of over 50 per cent above 
the same month a year ago. This 
shows a most extraordinary recovery 
in business; 
although 
speculation, 


which is more active, 
especially in 


real estate, does not account for so 
large a gain. A considerable portion 
of the increase was due to the numer- 
ous Important financial operations in 
various parts of the country; so per- 
haps railroad earnings are. a more 
reliable index of actual recovery. For 
the last four or five weeks railroad 
earnings have been increasing it the 
'rate of from 7 to 11 per cent, where- 
as In February we had a series of 
declines varying from 2 to 7 per cent. 
Judging by the 
reports of railroad 


managers 
earnings 
are 
HUely 
to 


show gains for some weeks to come, 
since all.the roads seem to be taxed 
to their fullest capacity lor freight, 
while passenger 
earnings are also 


being correspondingly swelled. 
The 


progress of business will, of course, 
be largely 
influenced by 
crop con- 


ditions. This spring has opened very 
favorably indeed for farming opera- 
tions, .and reports regarding 
winter 


wheat'-aVe^ to tlie'effect that the' crop 
is unusually fine and in much better 
condition than a 
year ago. April 


condition was reported at 91 against 
7C a year ago, but conditions usually

COLD WEATHER 


RETARDS CRORS 


AWAIT SUNSHINE FOR SEEDING 


Preparations for Planting in the Cen- 


tral Valleys as Soon as Conditions 
Are Favorable—Spring and Winter 
Wheat Reports. 


Washington, April 19.—Crop reports 


trom all sections of the country aro 
summarized in the weekly bulletin of 
the .weather bureau as follows: 


"Over nearly the whole of the coun- 


try tho week ended April 17 was ab- 
normally cold and unfavorable for gcr- 
minatlon and growth. 
Jn western 


north Dakota the temperature 
fell 


nearly to zero on the 16th, and on this 
and the'"'following date exceptionally 
low temperature for the season oc- 
curred throughout the country east 
of the Rocky mountains, freezing tem- 
peratures 'occurring as far south as 
Iho northern portions of Alabama and 
Georgia .and central South Carolina, 
with light _tb heavy frosts in tho cen- 
tral portlo'n of the east gulf slates 
and light frost- at Jacksonville. 
The 


damaging effects of this cold period, 
which came at the close of the week, 
are not fully covered in the reports 
collected at the climate and crop cen- 
ters on the 17th an\l used in the prep- 
aration of tills bulletin. Heavy rains 
were unfavorable in tho south At- 
lantic and central pulf status, while 
the need of- rain is besinningr to be 
felt in portions "of the lower Missouri 
valley and on the extreme north. Pa- 
cific coast. 
The temperature condi- 


tions on the Pacific coast were unfa- 
vorable. 


Corn Planting. 


"While corn-planting has continued 


In Kansas, Missouri and southern Illi- 
nois, none has been planted farther 
north nor in the upper Ohio valley 
and middle states. 
Preparations for 


planting have been active in the cen- 
tral valleys, where planting will be 
vigorously pushed as soon as tempera- 
ture conditions are favorable.. In the 
south Atlantic and east gulf states 
planting is about finished and early 
corn is being cultivated. 


"Winter wheat continues in promis- 


ing condition generally throughout the 
country, but is beginning to need rain 
in portions 'of Kansas and Michigan: 
Very slow progress was made with 
spring wheat seeding over the north- 
ern portion of the sprinr-twheat re- 
gion, as this work could be prosecut- 
ed'only in the afternoons'on account 
of low. temperatures. The- early sown 
spring wheat does not appear to have 
sustained injury from recent cold, ex- 
cept in Nebraska, where some fields 
were slightly damaged. 


Oats and Cotton. 


"Oat-seeding was also delayed in tho 


Dakotas, Minnesota, lake region and 
portion of the middle Atlantic states. 
While growth of the early sown has 
been checked and some injury sus- 
tained in Nebraska, the general situ- 
ation respecting- this crop continues 
promising. 


"Cotton-planting is much delayed in 


Mississippi and Louisiana and is later 
than usual in Texas and the Carolines. 
Better progress with this work has 
been made in Alabama and Georgia 
and'in the southern portions of these 
states is nearing completion. Fair to 
good stands of the early planted are 
reported from Alabama, Georgia and 
Florida. In Texas the'early plumed is 
reportyl as -promising. 


"Tobacco' plants are generally plen- 


tiful and transplanting has begun in 
South Carolina and-Florida. 


"While fruit must necessarily have 


sustained injury from the severe cold 
during the latter part of the week in 
the central and southern -districts, it is 
probable that in the more northerly 
sections to the eastward of, the Mis- 
sissippi river the damage has been 
less serious. In Now England and the 
•northern portion of the lake region it 
is probable that no serious'in jury has 
been done."
